wea there any kind of an investigation of the licence number, my curiosity is 
more piegued. I think at tali point it would be a good idee, now that the 
invas ligation ia over aa± the come phoney ''security" cannot be invoked, if the 
safr.e inquiry were made in new York. I wo ;ld like to know what happens if it 
ia done. There concot have been a "freeze" on information t>nd "only the FBI 
could obtain this information" ond no FBI interest, no FBI report, which makes 
interest in Vella and Bolden a little stronger. 

I do hope Corley end heater understand that, if and when this entire 
fake solution to the greatest single crime in our history cooes apart, taey 
have been carefully framed with a minor share of responsibility by taeir ever- 
frieadly BEI. They ere not alone. The government arranged it so hundreds of 
reople might later hovs graving doubta about their own conduct, so that, in bom 
cases, history would deal harshly with them, as if they -era silent when later 
developments indicate they should not have been.
